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Old-fashioned political 


rally hosts local politicians

Gordon Park was awash with red, 
white and blue Saturday as Crofton put 
on its first Old- Fashioned Political 
Rally 

Candidates stumped from 10 a.m. to 
1:30 p.m. Burgers were grilled next to 
hot dogs. 

Booths selling a myriad of goods were 
set up. There were tie-dyed shirts and 
hoodies. There were jewelry displays 
and fashion boutiques. 

“1 counted about 150 people at noon 
time,” said Frank Brown, organizer for 
the event. “If we continue this every 
year I hope we can become as success¬ 
ful as Fancy Farm.” 

Fancy Farm, a political rally and de¬ 
bate in Graves County, began with 35 
people in its first year. It now gathers 
politicians and attendees from across 
the state as a yearly event. 

The event was organized by the Kelly 
Community Organization. Brown con¬ 
ceived the event as a way to bring politi¬ 
cians and the community together. 
Brown previously told the New Era he 
wanted the event to educate people 
about the political process. 

“You can’t vote if you aren’t properly 
informed,” Brown said. “It is the civic 
duty of every citizen to be properly in¬ 
formed and it is the duty of every 
American to vote.” 

The event featured speeches from U.S. 
Rep. Ed Whitfield, Sen. Joey Pendleton, 
D-Hopkinsville, Rep. Myron Dossett, R- 
Pembroke, and candidates Whitney 
Westerfield and Max Sturdivant.

raises more 


than$126K

CADIZ, Ky — The Trigg County Relay for Life 
raised $126,300.40 for the American Cancer Soci¬ 
ety Friday and Saturday Trigg County High 
School hosted the event, which drew more than 
1,000 people. 

Co-chairpersons Jim and Linda Tribble organ¬ 
ized the event, which is into its 15th year locally 
Relay for Life began in 1985 in Tacoma, Wash. Dr. 
Gordy Klatt ran and walked on a track for 24 
hours. He raised $27,000 for the ACS and thus cre¬ 
ated Relay for Life. 

Linda got involved with the Trigg County Relay 
for Life after learning her coworker had non- 
Hodgkin’s lymphoma. 

“I became involved because I had someone per¬ 
sonally in my hfe (dia^osed),” said Linda, who also 
had her father, father-in-law and several additional 
friends diagnosed with cancer. “Now at least once a 
year we lose another church member to cancer.” 

The Tribbles attend Oak Grove Baptist Church 
in Cadiz where their Relay for Life team has been 
recognized at both the state and national level for 
their fundraising totals. 

“We have around 20 or 30 survivors, so even 
though we are a little country church, we have a 
lot of teammates,” Linda said. “Everyone is fam¬ 
ily” 

The Tribbles’ church won the top award for 
most money raised with $35,000, and also the 
most money raised by one individual, Gail Oliver, 
who raised $14,500. The youth group from the 
church also took part in the event for the first 
time this year, raising $6,000. 

Relay for Life also offered a 5K Saturday morning 
with pohce escorts at the front and rear of the run. 
Kayla Phillips organized the event as a new way to 
raise funds. Cancer survivors were honored during 
Friday night’s opening ceremony 

Jim said the event brings the community to¬ 
gether with fundraising efforts starting up again 
a few weeks after a Relay for Life ends. Fundrais¬ 
ers such as a banquet, spaghetti dinners, auc¬ 
tions and adopted piggy banks help bring in 
money 

“”It’s hard to explain to people outside of Trigg 
(County),” Jim said. “You take care of your own. 
So many people in Trigg County have been diag¬ 
nosed, it’s hard to find someone who hasn’t been 
touched.”

DEAR BETRAYED: It 
is not clear which rule 
your friend broke — a 
friendship rule, laid 
down by you, or a rule of 
the establishment where 
you both work. 

I’m assuming that 
there is no actual rule 
stating that workers can- 
not be sexually involved 
with one another but DICKINSON ■ 
that you wanted your 
friend to respect boundaries established 
by you. 

Now you need to be as honest as you 
were before — and tell her how foolish 
you think she is and how betrayed you 
feel.

She can be a great friend and took me 
under her wing when I was new in 
town, but now I’m wondering if we can 
be friends any more. I am fuming. 


I see her everywhere and so I can’t re¬ 
ally stop being her friend without caus¬ 
ing a lot of drama. She’s usually very 
nice, but if she is fighting with someone 
she gets very nasty 

What should I do, Amy? — Confused 
Friend 

DEAR CONFUSED: At your age, gos¬ 
siping is a fairly common mode of what 
adults call “power playing,” until the 
person doing the bad mouthing learns 
the hard lesson that no one trusts a 
gossip. Sooner or later, the gossip will 
find herself sitting alone at the lunch 
table because no one wants to be 
around her. 

The best way to deal with this behav¬ 
ior is to be honest and say, “I don’t like 
that. Gossiping is wrong and it hurts 
people’s feelings, so I don’t want to be 
around you if you’re going to do that.” 

You can take your power back by de¬ 
fending yourself and other kids 
against this rude and destructive be¬ 
havior. 

DEAR AMY: I am responding to the 
letter from “Unsure.” This teenager 
was transporting a baby without a car 
seat. You suggested car seats “are read¬ 
ily available second hand...” 

I work for AAA and am certified as a 
child seat safety technician by the Na¬ 
tional Highway Traffic Safety Adminis¬ 
tration. 

Second-hand car seats are never 
something we suggest using for a num¬ 
ber of reasons, most importantly be¬ 
cause people don’t know the history of 
the seats. 

Car seats that have been involved in a 
car crash, for example, aren’t usable 
anymore, and one wouldn’t know that 
if they bought it second hand. Car seats 
also “expire” after about six years’ use. 

There are many, many places that 
will provide new, donated seats if one 
can’t afford to purchase one, but using 
a second-hand seat isn’t a recom¬ 
mended option. 

We certainly appreciate you strongly 
noting that this young person needs to 
use a car seat, but it must be safe. — 
Beth Mosher, AAA, Chicago

your advice. Thank you all.

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Personnel Board set to examine Richie Farmer’s merit actions 


KENTUCKY PRESS NEWS SERVICE 

The Personnel Board will consider 
today whether Richie Farmer broke the 
state merit law at the Department of Agri¬ 
culture when he was its commissioner. 

It’s the first time the board will take ac¬ 
tion on the scathing audit by State Audi¬ 
tor Adam Edelen, but the Personnel Board 
has recently investigated hiring practices 
at the department. 

In fact, hearing officers found that the 


agriculture department broke state hiring 
laws by placing two non-merit division di¬ 
rectors - Danita Fentress-Laird and 
Kathryn Willis - into merit assistant di¬ 
rector jobs during a lengthy investigation 
that concluded in January, the same 
month of the announcement that there 
would be a thorough audit. 

The board recommended KDA receive 
training from the Personnel Cabinet on 
properly preparing and advertising open¬ 
ings in the department. 


Fentress-Laird and Willis resided and 
were reappointed to their previous jobs 
after the investigation was made public in 
June. 

Willis is still director of the depart¬ 
ment’s information technology division, 
and Fentress-Laird, who was fined $1,500 
by the Executive Branch Ethics Commis¬ 
sion for her role in the matter, was fired 
from her post as personnel director when 
Commissioner James Comer took office 
in January 


The board will have more to consider 
after today. Auditors found the depart¬ 
ment reportedly pre-selected candidates 
for merit positions in at least eight in¬ 
stances, issued monetary awards without 
input from employees’ supervisors, elimi¬ 
nated a merit employee’s job responsibili¬ 
ties without documenting the action in his 
personnel file, and other personnel mat¬ 
ters.

University Heights Academy teacher awarded national fellowship

Any teacher or educator will tell you 
that learning never stops. However, fur¬ 
thering your education through a mas¬ 
ter’s or doctoral degree can be halted due 
to many obstacles, many of them finan¬ 
cial. 

Brett Pritchett, a history teacher at 
University Heights Academy, always 
dreamed of earning his master’s and 
then his doctorate though financing the 
dream became a challenge. 

“Teachers don’t make a lot of money,” 
Pritchett said. “And between that and try¬ 
ing to save up for our own retirement, 
there wasn’t a lot of money to be spent on 
going back to school.” 

It was January when Pritchett applied 
for the James Madison Memorial Fellow¬ 
ship. The competitive fellowship selects 
one applicant from each of the 50 states, 
the District of Columbia, Puerto Rico 
and the nation’s island and trust territo¬ 
ries. Pritchett learned in April that he 
would represent Kentucky 

“It’s pretty neat,” Pritchett said. “I was¬ 
n’t really expecting to get it. It’s a huge 
honor to be picked and it’s a fantastic op¬ 
portunity. It will let me do a lot of things 
that I’ve wanted to do but I didn’t think 
I’d be able to do. This makes it possible 
for me to get my masters.” 

Among other perks, the fellowship al¬ 
lows it’s recipients to pursue the gradu¬ 


ate study of American history through 
funds up to $24,000 toward a master’s de¬ 
gree. In order to do so, the teacher must 
teach American history, American gov¬ 
ernment and social studies in a second¬ 
ary school. The degree program the 
recipient is participating in must include 
a concentration of courses on the history 
and principles of the US. Constitution. 

The summer after he begins his stud¬ 
ies, Pritchett will participate in a four- 
week seminar in Washington D.C. where 


he wiU gain insight from constitutional 
scholars and politicians. 

“It’s going to be intense,” he said. “It’s 
also going to be awesome to make some 
good connections.” 

Pritchett hopes to attain a master’s in 
history with an emphasis on the colonial 
era and the constitution, studying part- 
time while also working fuU time at UHA.

Amanda was 
immediately

“She thought she was running away 
from home, but she didn’t know that 
home was going to follow her,” Rick 
said. 

Amanda said her family’s move to 
Bowling Green did take some adjust¬ 
ing, but having her father at WKU with 
her never bothered her. “I was actually 
really excited about the idea of Dad 
going to school with me,” she said. 

It was always Rick’s goal to finish his 
bachelor’s degree once his wife com¬ 
pleted her medical residency and set¬ 
tled into a permanent job as a doctor. 

Rick said that when he graduated 
from high school, he said didn’t have a

Also at the 2 p.m. cere¬ 
mony was Amar Patel, who 
received the Ogden Founda¬ 
tion Scholar Award, given 
each year to one graduating 
senior who has demon¬ 


strated exceptional aca¬ 
demic achievement and 
outstanding civic engage¬ 
ment. 

Patel said he was ex¬ 
tremely excited when he 
found out he was named the 
Ogden Scholar. 

“It’s kind of the culmina¬ 
tion of my four years, both 
for me and the programs I 
represent,” he said. 

Patel, from Russellville, 
was attracted to WKU be¬ 
cause of the strong chem¬ 
istry program, he said. 
Though his original goal 
was to become a doctor, he 
saw other opportunities 
while at WKU that also in¬ 
terested him, and he ended 
up double majoring in 
chemistry and science and 
math education. 

Patel said he hasn’t de¬ 
cided which path he’ll fol¬ 
low yet, but he’s grateful 
that WKU opened the door 
to both and broadened his 
horizons.

Personnel Board Executive Director 
Mark Sipek declined to comment on 
the audit until the board acts on Ede- 
len’s referral. 

Auditors also forwarded their find¬ 
ings to six state and federal agencies, 
including the Internal Revenue Serv¬ 
ice, Attorney General Jack Conway 
and the Executive Branch Ethics 
Commission, which is set to receive 
the audit at a meeting today. 

Guthrie True, Farmer’s attorney, 
said it would be “fairly unlikely” that 
he or Farmer would have much of a 
role if the Personnel Board chooses to 
investigate incidents disclosed in the 
audit. 

“I would think most of their inves¬ 
tigation would be focused in conjunc¬ 
tion with the current administration 
in the Department of Agriculture,” 
True told The State Journal Friday. 

Sipek, speaking about the previous 
investigation, said he did not inter¬ 
view Farmer because witnesses, 
namely Fentress-Laird, sufficiently 
fleshed out the story. 

“At the time, it didn’t seem like we 
needed his statement,” Sipek told The 
State Journal Thursday. 

“We had Danita Fentress-Laird’s 
statement about essentially what ac¬ 
tions she took. She took them to the 
commissioner and he approved them, 
and it didn’t seem at that point that it 
would’ve added a whole lot.” 

The audit detailed the situation sur¬ 
rounding the assistant director hires 
as well as other instances of pre-se¬ 
lection in filling merit positions. 

When filling merit positions, the de¬ 
partment would jump through the 
normal bureaucratic hoops -creating 
an interview panel and coming up 
with predetermined questions -but 
when it came to making a hire. 
Farmer would sometimes appoint the 
second or third candidate recom¬ 
mended by the panel and, in one in¬ 
stance, someone completely off the 
radar, the report says. 

Fentress-Laird, the former person¬ 
nel director, told auditors that at 
times the interview panel would 
know which candidate Farmer 
wanted to appoint. In those cases, the 
panel would recommend the pre-se¬ 
lected candidate, according to the re¬ 
port. 

In one instance. Farmer hired his 
ex-wife’s cousin as an agriculture in¬ 
spector in 2007 because Farmer 
wanted “to help the candidate out,” 
the audit says. Three months later. 
Farmer appointed him to amusement 
safety inspector supervisor, a position 


created because Farmer again wanted 
to help him out, says the audit. 

Auditors found that between June 
10-26 the amusement safety inspector 
supervisor, based in London, drove 
his state-issued vehicle excessively 
while on the clock, claimed work 
hours while not producing inspection 
reports and possibly tampered with 
the GPS device installed on his state- 
issued vehicle. 

The audit highlighted a trip in 
which the supervisor drove more 
than 10 hours with stops in Manches¬ 
ter, Lexington, Wilmore and Rich¬ 
mond for an inspection in Winchester 
that auditors said should’ve taken 
only three hours roundtrip. 

Auditors also discussed Adjustment 
for Continuing Excellence monetary 
awards, which are meant to reward 
employees who have excelled at work, 
that were reportedly handed out at 
Farmer’s discretion. 

Fentress-Laird told investigators 
that in late 2010, Farmer went 
through a complete staff listing, 
picked ACE recipients and told her to 
create justifications for the awards. 

In another instance. Farmer report¬ 
edly told the executive director of the 
Office for Consumer and Environ¬ 
mental Protection to put the assistant 
director of the Regulation and In¬ 
spection Division “in a corner,” effec¬ 
tively eliminating the merit 
employee’s job responsibilities with¬ 
out reason. 

“Employees were instructed not to 
assign any tasks or send telephone 
calls to or ask questions of the em¬ 
ployee,” the audit reads. “This direc¬ 
tive included taking away the 
employee’s access to the KDA com¬ 
puter databases.” 

Agriculture Commissioner James 
Comer, in a written response to the 
audit, said he has fired about 20 em¬ 
ployees from KDA, including all those 
cited in the audit that falsely submit¬ 
ted time sheets, misused state-issued 
vehicles and “otherwise exhibited 
poor work performance.” 

He says KDA has been “in constant 
communication” with the Personnel 
Board and other state agencies since 
he took office. 

“While I have yet to fill any of the 
merit positions that were vacant 
when I took office, if and when I do fill 
these positions, the appointments will 
be consistent with merit laws and reg¬ 
ulations and will be chosen from the 
recommendations made to me by the 
interview panel,” Comer wrote in the 
April 25 letter.

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Bourbon distiJleiy opens in MaysviUe 


MAYSVILLE, Ky (AP) — 
Bourbon production has 
returned to the place 
where it started with the 
opening of a small batch 
distillery in MaysviUe. 

The Ledger Independent 
reports state and local offi¬ 
cials joined those associ¬ 
ated with The Old Pogue 
Distillery recently to cele¬ 
brate the return of bour¬ 
bon making to Mason 
County 

Peter H. Pogue, president 
of The Old Pogue Distill¬ 
ery said three generations 
of Pogues had made bour¬ 
bon until Prohibition and 
now the family was “al¬ 
most to the day —136 years 


later — again distiUing on 
the same hallowed 
ground.” 

“From our family past 
and present, we thank 
you,” Peter Pogue said. 
“MaysviUe and Mason 
County is the birthplace of 
bourbon distiUing (in Ken¬ 
tucky) ... this has been 
overlooked in history.” 

A representative of Gov. 
Steve Beshear and state 
Senate President Pro Tern 
Katie Stine were among 
those who attended. Stine 
read a proclamation mark¬ 
ing the occasion and “pro¬ 
moting MaysviUe as the 
birthplace of bourbon.” 

“Kentucky welcomes 


your return that historians 
say is the site of the first 
distillery in Kentucky, 
which was part of Bour¬ 
bon County of Virginia,” 
MiUer said. 

Pogue said the family 
wUl use original recipes of 
the H.E. Pogue Distillery 
The distillery can produce 
up to a 53-gaUon barrel 
each week. Master dis¬ 
tillers are John and Paul 
Pogue. 

According to informa¬ 
tion provided by the famUy 
Bourbon production in 
Mason County began after 
the Revolutionary War 
when the territory was stiU 
part of Bourbon County, 


Virginia. The first distill¬ 
ery opened in 1790 near the 
site where the H.E. Pogue 
Distillery operated for 
more than half a century. 

H.E. Pogue was the dis¬ 
tiller at the Old Time dis¬ 
tillery in 1869, but opened 
his own distillery in 1876, 
where records show the 
original brand was called 
Old Pogue Kentucky 
Straight Bourbon 

Whiskey. 

The distillery sold some 
whiskey for medicinal pur¬ 
poses during Prohibition, 
but sold the facility after¬ 
ward and the new owners 
stopped production after 
World War 11. 


Prosecutor using therapy dogs to help victims 


LOUISVILLE, Ky (AP) — The com¬ 
monwealth’s attorney’s office in Jef¬ 
ferson County says it will use 
specially-trained therapy dogs to 
ease the court experience for young 
victims and witnesses. 

Assistant Commonwealth’s Attor¬ 
ney Josh Schneider is leading the 
program. Schneider tells The 
Courier-Journal that similar pro¬ 
grams are gaining popularity across 
the nation, but he is unaware of an¬ 
other one in Kentucky 

Schneider said it is unlikely that 
the dogs will be allowed in the court¬ 
room, but they will be brought to the 
courthouse where they can sit with 
victims in a waiting room before and 
after they go into court to testify. 


“Everyone 1 have talked to has had 
amazing results with this,” Schnei¬ 
der said. “This is a trend everyone is 
going towards across the nation.” 

The dogs go through at least a year 
of training and are able to follow 
commands, such as shaking hands, 
playing and lying down to be petted, 
said Linda Laun of W.A.G.S. (Won¬ 
derful Animals Giving Support) Pet 
Therapy of Kentucky. The organiza¬ 
tion also advocates using therapy 
pets in other facilities such as nurs¬ 
ing homes, hospitals and schools. 

“For a lot of children ... they will 
tell the dogs things they wouldn’t tell 
a person,” Laun said. “It’s amazing.” 

Laun said she had a child open up 
about being abused after asking her 


if she would ever abuse her dog for 
misbehaving. 

“It’s an entry that puts everyone 
more at ease,” she said, adding that 
the dogs’ main talents are “love and 
acceptance.” 

Schneider said the animals will be 
used to establish a better rapport 
with children and to put them more 
at ease with the court system. 

“The whole (judicial) process is a 
pretty stressful environment for 
someone not used to it,” he said. 

Prosecutors say the dogs will ini¬ 
tially work with children, but at 
some point they will use the ani¬ 
mals to try to put adult victims and 
witnesses more at ease with the 
court system. 


Steve Nunn’s attorney withdraws, Nunn ‘unable to pay’ 


LEXINGTON, Ky. (AP) — 
The lawyer who has repre¬ 
sented former state law¬ 
maker Steve Nunn since 
2009 has withdrawn as his 
counsel. 

The Lexington Herald- 
Leader reports that War¬ 
ren Scoville wrote in his 
motion to withdraw that 
Nunn is “currently incar¬ 
cerated and unable to pay 
his attorney fees.” 

Fayette Circuit Judge 


James Ishmael approved 
the motion on Friday. 

Nunn is serving a sen¬ 
tence of life without parole 
in the Sept. 11, 2009, shoot¬ 
ing death of his former fi¬ 
ancee, 29-year-old Amanda 
Ross, outside her Lexing¬ 
ton home. 

Judge Ishmael also re¬ 
jected a motion for partial 
summary judgment in a 
wrongful-death lawsuit 
against Nunn by Ross’ 


mother, Diana Ross. 

Ishmael cited a rule that 
requires the court to ap¬ 
point an attorney as 
guardian ad litem if a pris¬ 
oner is unable to defend an 
action. The judge did not 
say when he would make 
the appointment. 

Also on Friday, Fayette 
Circuit Judge Thomas 
Clark granted a motion to 
consolidate the wrongful- 
death suit with a second 


civil lawsuit filed by Diana 
Ross. This one faults the 
gated community of Opera 
House Square for allowing 
Nunn to gain access to 
Amanda Ross after she told 
them she had an emer¬ 
gency protective order 
against him. 

Nunn, who spent about 
15 years in the state legis¬ 
lature, is the son of the late 
Kentucky Gov. Louie B. 
Nunn.

champion silver tray at the Western 
Kentucky State Fair homemakers 
exhibit. 

I cannot teU you how many runs we 
made in my mother’s station wagon 
to carry trays of vegetables, pies, 
cakes, cookies, jams, fruit preserves, 
candy and flower arrangements to 
the fairgrounds. It was impressive. 

Because of the food my grandpar¬ 
ents grew in their garden, we were 
essentially locavores for a period in 
the 1970s. We also had a milk cow 
and my grandfather cured country 
hams and made his own wine. The 
hams were salty and the wine was 
strong. When we pulled the glass 
milk bottle from the refrigerator, we 
had to shake it because the cream 
collected at the top. Most of my 


friends thought this was unnatural. 

Today I don’t have the discipline 
or the time to commit to gardening 
the way my grandparents did. But 
I’m beginning to enjoy the idea of 
eating fruits and vegetables that 
have a connection to my “place.” 

That’s why I asked one of my fa¬ 
vorite vendors at the Downtown 
Farmers Market to explain the ori¬ 
gin of everything I bought from him 
on Saturday 

I spent $8.20 at Patrick Holland’s 
table, and for that I got a dozen eggs 
from the Zimmermans in Pem¬ 
broke, asparagus from another Zim¬ 
merman family in Fairview, new 
potatoes and snap peas from Hol¬ 
land’s garden near Pembroke and 
yellow tomatoes from Sean Fay’s 
place in Fairview. 

It’s much easier to buy local than 


it is to grow your own stuff I’m not 
discounting the pleasure gardeners 
have in their own work. I’m just not 
willing to do it. Not yet. 

But I think I understand some¬ 
thing about the need to grow things. 

After my grandmother died, my 
grandfather continued to garden for 
several years. Late in his life, when 
his legs wouldn’t support him, he 
planted one more garden. It was a 
row of tomatoes in a slice of earth 
about two feet wide that ran be¬ 
tween two driveways on our farm. 
He got an office chair on wheels and 
pulled himself up and down drive¬ 
way where he could reach the row to 
tend his tomatoes. He was just a few 
steps from his front door.

HEARING LOSS andli 
DEMENTIA LINKED 11 


If hearing loss goes untreated, a condition called ‘‘auditory 
deprivation” occurs, this has been confirmed by scientific studies. 
Seniors with hearing loss are significantly more likely to develop 
dementia over time than those who retain their hearing, a study by Johns 
Hopkins and National Institute on Aging researchers suggests. The 
findings, the researchers say, could lead to new ways to combat 
dementia, a condition that affects millions of people worldwide. 
Although the reason for the link between the two 
conditions is unknown, the investigators suggest that a common 
pathology may underlie both or that the strain of decoding sounds over 
the years may overwhelm the brains of people with hearing loss, leaving 
them more vulnerable to dementia. They also speculate that hearing loss 
could lead to dementia by making individuals more socially isolated, a 
known risk factor for dementia and other cognitive disorders. 

But there’s good news! Whatever the cause, the scientists report, 
their finding may offer a starting point for interventions even as simple as 
hearing aids - that could delay or prevent dementia by improving 
patients’ hearing.

One week from Tuesday, most of Ken¬ 
tucky’s nearly 3 million voters will be eli¬ 
gible to cast a ballot in the primary 
election.

attention in the presidential primary. 
With a late primary date and only eight 
presidential electoral votes at stake, 
presidential candidates can virtually ig¬ 
nore our state while much of the coun¬ 
try seems to have more influence in 
determining the president’s race. 

But presidential decisions aside, there 
is still enough at stake in some local elec¬ 
tions for voters to protect their role in the 
primary. In Hopkinsville, there are two 
contested Democratic primaries for city 
council. Ward 5 incumbent Charlie Hen¬ 
derson faces challenger Joyce Rogers. 

And in Ward 7, incumbent Peggy Rogers 
Everett faces two challengers. Buddy 
Oglesby and Richard Covington. After the 
primaries, only three of the 12 Hop¬ 
kinsville council wards will have a con¬ 
tested race between a Democrat and 
Republican in the general election. There 
are eight incumbents on the council, all 
Democrats, who are guaranteed re-elec¬ 
tion with no opposition in the primary or 
general election. 

Hopkinsville voters who live in one of 
the two contested wards for the primary 
have a rare opportunity to influence the 
makeup of the council. But does it mat¬ 
ter? Can voters in a relatively small por¬ 
tion of the city actually determine future 
decisions on the council? 

The answer is yes. In recent history, 
some of the council’s most important pro¬ 
posals were decided by one or two votes. 
There’s a reason they call the recreational 
complex on Eagle Way the Tie-Breaker 
Park. Remember, also, the first vote on 
Sunday alcohol sales. That was decided 
by then-Mayor Rich Liebe who broke a 
tie vote by the council. 

And don’t forget your financial interest 
in the council races. The council sets the 
rates for the property tax, insurance pre¬ 
mium tax, payroll and business license 
fees. For taxpayers, that covers just about 
everyone. 

Ideally, there would be more contested 
races on the council this year. 

If you are among the city residents who 
have a say in this primary, go vote. If you 
want to cast a ballot in the presidential 
race because you believe it's important to 
vote in every election, we applaud you. 
Polls open at 6 a.m. and close at 6 p.m.

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Women needed in legislature 


Anyone who has suffered through a 
testosterone-soaked session of the 
Kentucky General Assembly can ap¬ 
preciate efforts to get more women into 
public office, particularly in Frankfort. 

The men who largely rule the legis¬ 
lature are notorious for gridlock, par¬ 
tisan spats and posturing—often, it 
appears, for motives that have little to 
do with the issue at hand, let alone the 
public good. Who can forget the com¬ 
pelling arguments the almost all-male 
leaders from both chambers made in 
favor of this year’s botched effort to 
draw new legislative districts? 

Ten years ago, their reasoning went, 
many members got screwed over in 
the last round of redistricting. Now, 
they said, it was payback time. Voters 
may be happy to know House Democ¬ 
rats and Senate Republicans appeared 
to reach total consensus on that issue. 

(Unfortunately, the payback plan 
was slam-dunked by the courts as un¬ 
constitutional, leaving the issue—as 
so many things are in Frankfort— 
unresolved). 

And it’s generally the guys in 
charge when leaders from both the 
House and Senate get down to making 
the real decisions. 

In the House, leadership for both 
parties is a solid bloc of men starting 
with House Speaker Greg Stumbo, a 
Prestonsburg Democrat, whose party 
dominates the 100-member chamber. 
Same with House Republicans, led by 
Rep. Jeff Hoover of Jamestown. 

The Senate, where Republicans hold 
the majority, does have one woman in 
leadership. President Pro Tern Katie 
Stine of Southgate. But as we aU 
know, one man rules the Republican 
caucus and thereby, the 38-member 
chamber, with an iron grip, and that’s 
Senate President David Williams. 

And most key committee chairman¬ 
ships in both chambers, including 
budget and judiciary are held by men. 

Meanwhile, as reporter Joseph 
Gerth pointed out in Monday’s 
Courier-Journal, Kentucky ranks 
38th in the United States in the per¬ 
centage of women elected to the 
state legislature. Kentucky currently 
has 25 women lawmakers, 14 Democ¬ 
rats and 11 Republicans. 

Democrats are working to change 
that through a political leadership 
training program called Emerge Ken¬ 
tucky with one graduate, Rita Smart 
of Richmond, in the House and others

One-drop rule 
old racial code 

S O what if Elizabeth Warren claims to 
be part Native American Indian? She’s 
entitled, according to historical docu¬ 
ments. Besides, Americans never have 
been all that clear or consistent about 
what distinguishes one race from another. 

Republican Sen. Scott Brown of Massa¬ 
chusetts is calling on his Democratic chal¬ 
lenger Warren to clear the air over ques¬ 
tions raised by the Boston Herald as to 
whether she has used her apparently an¬ 
cient and diluted Indian heritage to give 
herself an unfair employment advantage. 

At least she’s not lying about her back¬ 
ground. Historical records seem to con¬ 
firm that she has Cherokee ancestors. But 
is her background Indian enough? 

That question looms after researcher 
Christopher Child at the New England 
Historic Genealogical Society turned up 
evidence of her Indian blood. A tran¬ 
script of an 1894 marriage application 
shows Warren’s great-great-great-grand- 
mother listed herself as Cherokee. 

That would make Warren 1/32 Native 
American, although it is possible that 
more recent Indian ancestors could be 
turned up in further research. Child also 
found that Warren’s great-grandfather, 
John Houston Crawford, had lived in Na¬ 
tive American territory but identified 
himself as white in the 1900 census. 

However, Warren’s family is not Included 
m the official Dawes Commission roUs, a 
census of major tribes completed in the ear¬ 
ly 20th century that Chero- 
kees use to determine tribal 
citizenship. 

Such a tenuous tie to her 
Indian past has led critics 
at the Boston Herald, 
which first broke the story, 
to label her “Fauxcahon- 
tas,” among other nick¬ 
names. Yet, I would ask, 
how much Indian blood do CLARENCE 
you need these days to h 

claim Indian heritage? 

In other words, whatever happened to 
the one-drop rule? 

That’s the rule in Americans past, you 
may recall, that declared anyone who had 
at least “one drop” of black blood to be 
black. The irony of this rule, invented by 
slave masters who wanted to have more 
slaves, is how it has been encouraged in 
modern times, particularly by black lead¬ 
ers who want to have more blacks. 

Like other rules of race, this one is not 
applied uniformly or consistently. George 
Zimmerman, the accused murderer of 
Trayvon Martin in Florida, had an Afro- 
Peruvian great-grandfather on his moth¬ 
er’s side, according to his family. That 
would make him at least one-eighth black, 
which is a lot more than Warren is Indi¬ 
an. Yet Zimmerman was reported first as 
“white” then a “white Hispanic.” If the 
old one-drop rule applies, he also could be 
called a white-Hispanic black. 

If taken literally, that would make the 
killing of the teen-aged Martin, about 
whose blackness there is no confusion, a 
black-on-black crime — which, sad to say, 
attracts a lot less national attention than 
similar violence that crosses racial lines. 

Zimmerman is not likely to be seen as 
black by many people. However, like the 
Warren controversy, his case illustrates 
how quickly our old racial narratives are 
failing to keep up with changing times. 

The Herald reported that Warren used 
to list herself as “Native American” in 
law school directories while teaching a 
several law schools across the country in 
the 1980s and ‘90s. 

She dropped the reference from her biog¬ 
raphy after she was hired at Harvard Law 
School in the 1990s at a time when protest¬ 
ing students and faculty had been pressur¬ 
ing the school to hire more minority fe¬ 
male faculty The law school says it has one 
faculty member of Native American her¬ 
itage, according to reports, but won’t say 
which one. However, in 1998, a Harvard 
Crimson article identified the one 
“tenured minority woman” on the faculty 
as Warren, “who is Native American.” 

If Warren was claiming Indian ances¬ 
try when it worked to her benefit, she was 
following another American tradition, 
writes David Treuer, an Ojibwe Indian 
from northern Minnesota and author of 
“Rez Life: An Indian’s Journey through 
Reservation Life.” 

“An Indian identity has become a com¬ 
modity,” he recently wrote in the Wash¬ 
ington Post, “though not one that is open¬ 
ly traded. It has real value in only a few 
places; the academy is one of them. And 
like most commodities, it is largely con¬ 
trolled by the elite.” 

Race is no longer as simple as black- 
and-white, but then it never really was. 
The real issue of what Warren, Zimmer¬ 
man and the rest of us want to call our¬ 
selves has two sides: how we see ourselves 
and how we are seen by others. 

If anything, Treur is right about elites. 
The Warren controversy illustrates how 
rapidly the one-drop rule and other old 
codes of race are fading at a time when 
race is becoming less of a problem than 
privilege — who has it and who doesn’t — 
regardless of race.

China, SKorea, Japan try 
to ease NKorea tensions 

BEIJING (AP) —The 
leaders of China, South 
Korea and Japan said Sun¬ 
day that they will work to¬ 
gether to try to calm 
tensions on the Korean 
peninsula. The three 
largest East Asian 
economies also took steps 
toward deepening their 
economic ties by laying 
the groundwork for a re¬ 
gional free trade area. 

The nations — which to¬ 
gether account for 90 per¬ 
cent of the East Asian 
economy — were holding 
their fifth annual trilateral 
summit, with Chinese Pre¬ 
mier Wen Jiabao hosting, 
and South Korean Presi¬ 
dent Lee Myung-bak and 
Japanese Prime Minister 
Yoshihiko Noda attending. 

Lee said the three coun¬ 
tries all agreed that any 
further provocations from 
North Korea would be un¬ 
acceptable. 

Election likely setback 
for Chancellor Merkel 

BERLIN (AP) — Ger- 
many’s most populous 
state holds an election 
Sunday, with polls show¬ 
ing good chances of vic¬ 
tory for a center-left 
regional government that 
Chancellor Angela Merkel 
has sought to label as irre¬ 
sponsibly spendthrift. 

About 13.2 million peo¬ 
ple are eligible to vote for 
the state legislature in 
North Rhine-Westphalia 
in western Germany, 
which includes Cologne, 
Dusseldorf and the indus¬ 
trial Ruhr region. 

Sunday’s election is the 
third state-level vote this 
year. It comes a week after 
a regional coalition of 
Merkel’s conservative 
Christian Democrats and 
the pro-market Free De¬ 
mocrats — the parties that 
make up the national gov¬ 
ernment — lost power in 
the northern state of 
Schleswig-Holstein. 

It also foUows setbacks for 
Merkel’s austerity-led re¬ 
sponse to the eurozone debt 
crisis in French and Greek 
elections last weekend. 


Three killed in Lebanon 
as Syria tensions rise 

TRIPOLI, Lebanon (AP) 
— Sectarian violence 
linked to the unrest in 
neighboring Syria shook 
the northern Lebanese 
city of Tripoli on Sunday, 
with the state news agency 
reporting a soldier and 
two civilians killed in the 
street clashes. 

The fighting highlights 
how easily trouble in 
Syria can raise tensions in 
Lebanon, with which it 
shares a complex web of 
political and sectarian ties 
and rivalries. 

Residents say gunfire 
broke out in the city Satur¬ 
day and continued 
through the night prima¬ 
rily between a neighbor¬ 
hood populated by Sunni 
Muslims who hate Syrian 
President Bashar Assad 
and another area with 
many Assad backers from 
his Alawite sect. 

Gunman kills member of 
Afghan peace council 

KABUL, Afghanistan 
(AP) — An assassin armed 
with a silenced pistol shot 
dead a top member of the 
Afghan peace council Sun¬ 
day at a traffic intersection 
in the nation’s capital, po¬ 
lice said. The killing 
strikes another blow to ef¬ 
forts to negotiate a political 
resolution to the decade- 
long war. 

Arsala Rahmani was a 
former Taliban official 
who reconciled with the 
government and was active 
in trying to set up formal 
talks with the insurgents. 

He was shot at an inter¬ 
section in western Kabul 
by a gunman in a white 
Toyota Corolla while being 
driven to his office, said 
Mohammad Zahir, head of 
the city police’s criminal 
investigation division. He 
did not have a bodyguard 
with him at the time. 

“Only one shot was 
fired,” Zahir said. “Our ini¬ 
tial reports are that it was 
a pistol with a silencer. 
Rahmani died on the way 
to the hospital.” Zahir said

Davis still 
going after 
40 years 
of coaching 

L ast week, three high school 
coaches in the southern 
PennyrUe announced they 
were leaving for family reasons. 
At least one other athletic direc¬ 
tor in the community will soon 
be leaving for the same reason, 
although I am not at liberty now 
to say who that person is. 

Let me be the first to say, I 
don’t fault anyone for wanting to 
spend more time with famUy. As 
a sports editor at a paper that 
covers eight high schools. I’ve 
missed my fair 
share of family 
outings, my 
daughters’ baU- 
games and lost 
out on vacations 
and other activi¬ 
ties. 

That’s what 
makes what Ed 
Davis has done 
that more mirac¬ 
ulous. 

Davis has 
coached at least 
one sport at 
Christian County 
High School for 
the last 40 years. 

For most of that time, he has 
coached track and cross country 
for the Colonels. He also has 
coached baseball, girls’ golf, soc¬ 
cer and wrestling during his 
time at County 
“It’s almost hard to explain,” 
Davis said. “It’s a gift I’ve been 
given to coach and to work with 
kids. It takes a gift to be able to 
coach and communicate.

Davis hasn’t spent every year 
coaching track and cross coun¬ 
try.

But after his son graduated, 
Davis came back to track, where 
he has coached 19 state champi¬ 
ons in his career. 

He stepped out of cross coun¬ 
try for a few years too, but re¬ 
turned when some of his former 
athletes asked him to come back 
and coach their kids. He was 
happy to do so. 

“It goes in cycles for me,” 

Davis said. “I just have always 
been a coach.” 

In addition to the high school 
coaching, Davis was active in Jr. 
Pro Basketball and the Hop- 
kinsville-Christian County 
Youth League when Jon-Kyle 
was younger playing basketball 
and baseball. 

It’s another reason he stayed in 
coaching as long as he has.

Land Between The Lakes National 
Recreation Area celebrated Interna¬ 
tional Migratory Bird Day Saturday 
with an early bird walk guided by nat¬ 
uralist Carrie Szwed. Unfortunately 
the international day did not coincide 
with the migratory schedules of birds 
in the LBL area. The birds passed 
through in late April so the Saturday 
bird walk observed mostly local birds 
that nest in our area. 

Not a problem. 

With Szwed in the lead, six people 
took off on a bird walk while observ¬ 
ing the birds that were there. Actually 
seeing the birds was a real challenge, 
but the calls of scores of birds could 
be heard in the forest around the LBL 
Woodlands Nature Station. 

The bird walk that Szwed led fol¬ 
lowed a trail that circled the Wood¬ 
lands Nature Station, first going 
downhill to a lake and then climbing 
back uphill. The call of birds sur¬ 
rounded those participating and it 
took a seasoned guide to make sense 
of the sounds. 

Szwed is seasoned. She could pick 
out the call of a single bird from a ca¬ 
cophony of bird sounds and then, to 
better share her knowledge with 
walkers, she played bird sounds on 
her iPod. The marriage of technology 
and first person immersion in the en¬ 


vironment was very effective as walk¬ 
ers started picking out calls them¬ 
selves. 

The birds, however noisy, were elu¬ 
sive to the eye and a sighting lasted 
only a few seconds before the birds 
flew off. 

Not to worry as there were plenty of 
birds. Not that many sightings, but 
plenty of birds. 

“I always loved animals and learned 
that I loved to teach,” said Szwed 
about why she wanted to become a 
naturalist. “In college my graduate 
professor was an avid birder and he 
would take students out on bird walks. 
He taught me the sounds that war¬ 
blers make. He had a way of putting 
words with the songs that made it eas¬ 
ier to remember and to recognize.” 

One bird sound, the Parula, resem¬ 


bles Porky Pig, according to her pro¬ 
fessor. It has an ascending trill. 

Szwed said that the few sightings 
were largely due to the fact that the 
group was walking through the woods. 

There are many, many birds in LBL 
and to make things easier the learn¬ 
ing center provides a list of birds that 
you can check off during your walk. 
The list is seven pages long and covers 
everything from ducks to warblers. 

The purpose of the walks is to in¬ 
troduce people to the amazing diver¬ 
sity of birds in LBL said Szwed. 
Learning the bird calls is doable, she 
said. 

“You just have to immerse yourself 
in it,” Szwed said. “
